A letter from Tioga. ‘ated July 4, mentions, 
that on vifit' 2 an old indian, called Caya Suter, 
at his wigwau, oa the bank of tie river, the vi-

** Filaw Delphi,” and ** Hoonos,”"" many times 
over, pointing to each of us, and fgueezing our 
vands, while his houfhould, confifting of three 
or four grave old men and women, fat imilingly 
round.

Forty-five thoufand men were daily expeded 
from France, to enforce the execution of the de- 
cree,

On the 13th of May, a riot happened at Car- 
rick, which, in fome time arrived at fuch a height 
as rendered the incerpofition of the Pylice of that 
place indifpenfable, in which the High Conitable, 
Mr. Cofgrave, unfortunately was killed.—The 
caufe of the dijturbance was as follows: In the 
town it feems there is a {pring loom, by which 
one man is enabied to perform equal to four ; this 
circumftance has, forfome time, been a matter of 
jealoufy to the people employed on the ordinary 
machines, from an idea that it would eventualiy 
render the fervice of a majority of them ufelels, 


to avert which ihey aflembied for the purpote of- 


deftroying the new invention, a refolution that 
coald not but be attended with ferious confequen- 
ces—and in purfuit of which the above active man 
fell a facrifice their rage. 


Winchefer, July 9. —We \earn from Berkeley 
county, that on Monday laft a dilpute arofe be 
tween Abraham Vaphorne and John Crane, which
